ther advances toward the fortress. At 
various points the fire of the French 
guns has prevented the Germans from 
launching offensives., 

In the ‘Vosges mountains there also 
has been great artillery activity by 
the French “near Senones and Ban-de- 
Sapt: while near Seppois the Germans 
have been driven out of trenches they 
had previously taken. In the Cham- 
pagne, the German fortified works in 
the region of Hill 193 have been bat- 
tered by the French guns and the crater 
of a mine exploded by the Germans was 
occupied by the French. 


The Germans have added several ad- 
ditional points to aheir terrain in the 
fighting about Verdun, having been 
enabled to construct trenches on the 
slopes north of the Cote du Poivre and 
to capture an armored work north- 
west of Douaumont, and have taken 
the towns of Manheulles and Champlon, 
“thirteen miles southeast of Verdun. 

In this drive to the east of Verdun, 
the advance of the Germans has ex- 
tended over a front virtually 12 miles 
‘—from Dieppe to Champlon.

RACE SEGREGATION 
VOTED BY ST. LOUIS 


Returns Indicate Nearly. 35,000 
Majority in Favor of 
Ordinances. 


St. Louis, February 29.—Unofficial | 


returns tonight indicated both of two 
ordinances proposing segregation of ne- 
groes carried in today’s election by a 
majority of 34,344, the vote being 52,220 
for segregation and 17,876 against. 

One of the ordinances provides that 
a negro or white may not become a 
resident in a block occupied entirely 
by those of the opposite color. The 
other imposes the same restrictions in 
blocks containing 75 per cent white or 
the like percentage of negro residents. 

Neither ordinance puts any restric- 
tion on the ownership of property, but 
restricts solely the use of property for 
residence purposes. Negroes who are 
employed in houses or apartments oc- 
cupied by white persons are unaffected 
by the ordinances. Apartment house 
janitors, who live in the basements of 
apartments, occupied by whites would 
not be affected. 

Both ordinances contain clauses pro- 
viding that the proposed laws shall not 
affect persons at present living in 
blocks occupied by members of the 
other races. 

If the “whole block” ordinance 
adopted, about 500 blocks in the eity 
would be available for negro residence. 
If the more stringent or “75 per cent 
measure” is adopted, only about 150 
blocks will be available for negro resi- 
dence. 

Attorneys say certain clauses of the 
“75 per cent” ordinance are vague, and 
litigation seems certain if either ordi- 
nance is adopted. 

The ordinances have been strenuous- 
ly opposed by negro organizations and 
by many white friends of the race as 
tending to crowd the negroes into limit- 
ed sections of the city. The ordinances 
have been supported by many whites 
who argue that the property values 
of small home owners are imperilled 
by the possibility that negroes may 
move next door to whites.

STIR IS CAUSED

CONGRESSMEN 
HEAR FROM HOME, 


It ‘has been apparent-for several 
days that sentiment in the house in 
favor of a warning resolution has been 
waning. There have been many con- 
tributing causes, including hundreds of 
“stand-by-the-president” letters from 
home districts. Moreover, many mem- 
bers who thought last week that the 
president was about to rush the coun- 
try into war have changed their minds. 

The “two-to-one” and “three-to-one” 
majority for the resolution talk has 
disappeared. Today the most optimistic 
advocates were unwilling to venture 
that a resolution could carry by more 
than a majority. ° 

How the republicans will stand, on 
the resolution is doubtful, but it is ‘be- 
lieved that most of them would sup- 
port the president. For the most part 
the republicans have remained silent 
and let the democrats argue the situa- 
tion among themselves.

BRITISH VIEW 
OUTLINED. 


London, February 2&—On the eve of 
the date set by Germany for the begin- 
ning of her new submarine campaign 
against armed merchant vessels, Lord 
Robert Cecil, minister of war trade, 
has issued a statement giving’ the 
British view of the-status of such mer- 
chantmen. This statement, which.-is 
in answer to queries whether mer- 
chantmen have been instructed to take 
the offensive against submarines, says: 

“The British view has always been 
that defensively armed merchantmen 
must not fire on submarines or any 
other warships except in self-defense. 
The Germans have twisted a passage 


which they sank tintO meaning that 
merchant vessels have instructions to 
take the offensive, This is not so. 

“The pasage in question; which lays 
down a maximum distance pbeyond 
which merchant ships are advised not 
to fire, must be read in conjunction 
with another passage which makes it 
perfectly clear that merchant vessels 
must not attack unless a submarine 
shows unmistakably hostile inten- 
tions.” 

The German memorandum dealing 
with armed merchantmen, received 
from Berlin February 10; contained the 
following alleged instructions to Brit- 
ish merchantmen, said to have been 
taken from a British boat captured or 
sunk by the Germans: 

“If a defensively armed vessel is 
nursued by a submarine the master 
has two alternatives (a) to’open fire

Montgomery, Ala., February 29.—The 
conference of business men, planférs 
and farmers for the purpose of study- 
ing the boll weevil situation and to 
devise ways and means of fighting the 
enemy of the cotton crop, completed 
its two days’ session here today. It 
was the largest attended conference 
of its character since the first boll wee- 
vil convention: ever held in the United 
States, in Shreveport, La., in 1904, and 
Dr. Bradford Knapp, head of the farm 
demonstration work for the United 
States*government, pronounced it the 
most successful in results. 

Dr. Knapp arranged with Montgom- f 
ery business men to send one of the 
best men in the government service to 
this vicinity to personally aid and di- 
rect the planters in their efforts to 
raise a fair crop of cotton in spite of 
the boH weevil.

investigated by a senate committee 
considering his nomination for the su- 
preme court, was begun today by Ed- 
ward F. McClennen, of Boston, a mem- 
ber of Mr. Brandeis’ law firm. He 
spoke from his own knowledge of the 
incidents: at issue, from papers con- 
nected with the masters and from the 
office diary of the firm. He will con- 
tinue his testimony tomerrow. 

Mr. McClennen took the stand with 
the testimony of those opposing. con- 
firmation of the Brandeis nomination 
practically all in. For more than two 
weeks the committee has been listen- 
ing to witnesses, most of whom have 
attacked the nominee’s professional 
reputation. 

Today Albert E. Pillsbury, former 
attorney general of Massachusetts, and 
Edward W. Hutchins, vice president 
of the Boston Bar association, , testi- 
fied that Mr. Brandeis had a reputa- 
tion for not being straightforward in 
his dealings. 

Brandies Not Straightforward. 


Mr. Hutchins said that Brandies’ gen- 
eral reputation at the bar in Boston “is 
that he is a lawyer of great ability, but 
not straightforward.” 

Asked from what lawyers he -«- had 
gathered the general reputation of Mr. 
Brandeis, Hutchins named Joseph B. 
Warner, Charles F. Choate, Jr., Richard 
Olney, Jeremiah Smith, Jr., Arthur D. 
Hill, John L. ThorndykKe, R. D. Weston 
and Frederick P, Fish. 

The witness said some of those to 
whom he had talked would describe 
Mr. Brandeis as untrustworthy. 

“TI would not say he is untrustwor-’ 
thy,” said Hutchins. “That would mean 
one could not take his word or take 
his agreement; that he would be dis- 
honest. What I mean as not being 
straightforward is illustrated by his 
appearing to be retained and represent- 
ing L. R, Glavis at the Ballinger-Pin- 
chot investigation, while, as a matter 
of fact, he was paid by and really rep- 
resented Collier's Weekly.” 

Mr. Anderson read a letter from Hill 
saying it would be difficult for any 
radical to be popular at Boston. 

Things Against Brandeis. 


“Considering the campaign of pub- 
licity carried on against him by C. W. 
Barron in his papers, the enmity of the |

As to the charge that Mr. Brandeis 
was employed by the New Haven or 
others to wreck the New England rail- 
road, Mr. McClennen said the office 
diary showed that Mr. Brandeis ceased 
to have any connection with the ‘liti- 
gation against the New England in 
June 1, 1893. 

The witness began to tell about 
United Shue Macisnery Matter, but 
had not concluded when the commit- 
tee adjourned.

In a speech here at the noon recess 
hour of court today, Senator W. J. 
Eakes, of Conyers, candidate.for state 
_ treasurer af®ainst State Treasurer and 
‘Bank Examiner W. J. Speer, attacked 
the alleged lax methods of the state 
bank examiner’s branch of the treas- 
;ury department, stating that he has in 
| his possession reports of twelve or 
| fourteen state ‘banks, which were al- 
‘lowed to operate with impaired capital, 
contrary to the state’s banking laws. 
By way of illustration Senator Eakes 
read the bank examiner’s report on 
the condition of a bank, the name of 


which he did not call. 

This bank Senator Eakes designated 
as “the bank with a cow’ by reason 
of the fact that one of the items rep- 
resenting the reserve fund of this bank 
was a cow. 

“This bank,” he said, “carried from 
$27,000 to $44,000 deposits running for 
eight and one-half months, with an 
impaired capital, and with its deposits 
backed by an old scrub cow and heavy 
loss accounts, and the department did 
not close this institution until urged 
to in writing by the board of di- 
rectors.” 

Clay Presents Him. 

Senator Eakes was introduced by So- 
licitor Herbert Clay, of the Blue Ridge 
circuit, and Captain J. M. McAfee, of 
Canton. The speaker was heard by a 
good-sized crowd. . 

Senator Eakes discussed many phases 
of the treasury department and, in 
passing, paid his respects to alleged lax 
methods in the treasury department. 

Senator Eakes reiterated his views 
set forth in his first announcement of 
his candidacy, concerning the need of 
more publicity upon the condition of 
the treasury, and declared that it 
would be his policy, if elected, to ad- 
vertise several times a year the condi- 
tion of the treasury. 

Says Status Is Ugknown.. 

In this connection, he stated that it 
does not appear that the status of the 
treasury is exactly known. He cited a 
card written to state newspapers by 
Senator John D. Walker after the ad- 
journment of the last regular session 
of the general assembly, stating that 
at the time of the regular session there 
was a deficit of $131,827. The supple- 
mental report of the state treasurer for 
June $0, 1915, stated Senator Eakes, 
showed expenditures of $21,000 only in 
excess of receipts. 

“The state treasurer doesn’t know 
the condition of the treasury himself,” 
said Senator Eakes, “or he would not 
want the governor to ‘borrow money. 
It is either this or he is playing politics 
with his department, and I am, of 
course, willing to give him the benefit 
of the more charitable view of the 
matter.” 

Senator Eakes produced a clipping 
from The Jonesboro News of an ar- 
ticle written by Assistant Bank Ex- 
aminer Ben Perry, a subordinate of 
Mr. Speer, in which article he showed 
not only where he had been, but 
where he might be expected to appear 
in the immediate future. Senator 
Eakes contended that this was vir- 
tually a notice to the state banks at 
the points -which Examiner Perry ex- 
pected to visit that he would be there 
at a certain time, and that it would 
be impossible for any bank examiner 
to expect-to do efficient work when 
the bank which he expected to ex- 
amine had already been notified of 
his approach.

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PARALYZING PROHIBITION. 

Decision of the Tennessee courts just 
rendered in Memphis, confirming the liquor 
dealers of that state in the right under the 
Tennessee law to ship as much as they can 
into other states, regardless of the laws of 
the latter, helps that much to make a farce 
of the prohibition laws of those states 
which have enacted and expect to enforce 
them. 

But these states 
Alabama, Georgia and South Carolina, are 
a party to the farce, in that their laws permit 
the receipt by Individuals of liquors shipped 
from other states, equivalent to, or in excess 


of, the per capita. consumption throughout | 


the entire country. 

The Tennessee decision means both pro- 
hibition and business for Tennessee. For- 
bidden to-sell within the state, these liquor 
dealers may flood neighboring dry states 
with their product. With Florida to the 
south of us pursuing similar tactics, the two 
funnels are wide open to flood Georgia’s pro- 
hibition legislation. 

And the worst part about it is that the 
federal government is a party to this fi@od- 
ing of dry states with liquor. With the rea) 
_ assistance of the federal 
would be possible to enact and enforce prac- 
tical prohibition. 

The remarkable attitude of Tennessee 
which would prohibit the sale to its, own 
people and yet permit its liquot dealers to 
carry on the business in other states 
against their will, is almost inexplicable. It 
is this sort of law and this sort of court de- 
cision that helps to paralyze prohibition. 

If a state wants prohibition both as a 
moral enactment and as a measure of police 
protection, it is the unquestioned duty of 
the federal government to-remove every 

obstacle that stands in the way of its ac- 
complishment. Congress can and should 
give those states that. want prohibition, laws 
under which they can.both enact and en- 
force it. 

Congress owes this much to the states 
that really want prohibition, and it will fa)! 
short in its obligation to them until it enacts 
such laws as will enable the states to have 
their own way in the enforcement of prohi- 
bition legislation, without outside interfer- 
ence. 


A BAD PRACTICE. 


The retail merchants of Atlanta are to be 
*+commended for, and should receive, every 
encouragement in their purpose to eliminate 
the bad practice on the part of certain cus- 
tomers who take goods apparently on ap- 
proval, retain them sometimes for weeks, 
‘and then return them upon the alleged 
theory that they were not what they wanted.

THE SCHOOL FOR COOKS. 

The enthusiastic interest of the eight 
hundred industrious negro women who are. 
attending the cooking school in Taft Hall | 
is the clearest demonstration of one way the 
servant problem may begin to be solved, 
and the worthy negro women of the commu- 
nity given a chance to become efficient 
cooks. 

Fully & thousand women sought admit- 
tance to the school, but the capacity of the 
hall limited the number to eight hundred. 
These were as a unit in their intense inter- 
est and attention. There were the old and 
the young, the trained and the untrained, in 
the body. The rudimentary principles of 
cooking were stressed, and as the expert dis- 
cussed the broiling of a steak, the baking of 
biscuits, and the making properly of a cup 
of coffee, demonstrators actually did the: 
broiling and the baking and the coffee 
making. | 

The economic value of the ingredients, 
the chemical qualities of the food, and 
finally the amount of gas consumed in the 
process .of the cooking, were all clearly set 
forth. ~~ , 

Significantly present in: the assembly 
was a group of Atlanta’s prominent club 
Women representing the housekeepers of 
the community, for there must be the gen- 
eral co-operation of housekeepers in the 
movement to better train colored domestic 
service before general efficiency can be 
acquired among servants. 

The most hopeful sign of the times being 
expressed by the best element of negroes in 
the community is their call. for industrial 
training, and a chance to know how they 
can acquire the knowledge which will make 
them the more useful citizens. 

. Perfding the time when a more rational 
training in the common school system will 
equip the negro child for the logical vocation 
that lies before him in the south—that of 
industrial and domestic service—the success 
of this temporary cooking school in Taft 
Hall suggests.a permanent institution of the 
kind, and this would seem to be a direct 
obligation of the city.

The awful tragedy that recently oc- 
curred in Macon was a result of the 
promiscuous carrying of pistols. Instead 
of a protection to life, they have be- 
come a menace. The papers almost daily 
tell of tragedies that, like the one in 
Macon, but for the ready pocket pistol 
would not have occurred. 

The sale and the carrying of pocket 
pistols must be stopped. They must be 
made crimes punishable by so heavy a 
penalty that no one will dare to do 
either. The next general assembly 
could do no better work than to enact 
such a law. ‘Along with the prohibition 
law, passed last fall, it would be a monu- 
ment to the present members of that 
body for all time to come. It would make 
their names immortal. Will they do it? 
We, for one, earnestly hope they will. 


This attitude of the weekly press of 
Georgia is encouraging. It is growing 
stronger every day. There is nothing which 
is good for the state and its people which 
the weekly newspapers of ‘Georgia cannot 
bring about, if they will go after it unitedly 
and persistently. 

Elimination of the concealed pistol evil 
is one of essential steps Georgia must take 
in terminating lawlessness—not alone the 
lawlessness of the individual who carries a 
chip and a pistol at the same time, but that 
of the mob which, in the absence of its 
favorite .wéapon, would hesitate. Members 
of mobs are not, as a rule, going to go around 
advertising themselves by carrying shot- 
guns. 

In any event, cutting out the hip pocket 
weapon is one of the first and most im- 
portant steps toward the better and perma- 
nent establishment of law and order. | 

The Advocate-Democrat is right, and not | 
only should the other weekly newspapers of | 
the state follow it in this campaign, but they | 
should keep everlastingly and determinedly | 
after the “gunmen” until Georgia is rid of 
them for all time.

In the central west we buy your Georgia 
peaches—they are the best we have to fill 
the rows of jars that are the glory of our 
preserve closets. In turn we send you our 
soft winter wheat and our corn, the latter 
in the form of the much esteemed hominy 
grits. 
two latter products from the central west 
are better suited to the peculiar rieeds of this 
territory, just as youf peaches are finer than 
those that we can grow. 

But there are other things that the farmer 
can grow with profit—for qne thing he can 
have his own garden for green stuff. He 
can grow sweet potatoes te feed his live 
stock cheaply—and I may add that in France, 
noted for its economics, potatoes are unfver- 
sally raised to feed the stock. 

Pigs and Other Stock. 

The farmer can raise pigs, he can have 
other stock, thereby increasing the fertility 
of his land. He can give his sons and daugh- 
ters a small share in the place, perhaps an 
acre for their own ciltivation. He can make 
his yard bloom with flowers. All these im- 
provements will add to his own contentment 
of spirit, as well as render his pocketbook 
more plethoric. 

And those are the results that the State 
Federation of Women Clubs is trying to bring 
about. These devoted women, who have stich 
a clear vision of the way to advance the in- 
terests of their state, are “going direct to 
the farmers.” And they are taking with 
them scientific knowledge—they are all 
primed with facts and figures to show what 
their way will accomplish. 

Proof of the fact that the club women 
know exactly what they are talking about 
is the eagerness to co-operate on the_part of 
Dr. Jarnigan, of the State College of Agri- 
culture; Dr. DeLoach, of the experiment sta- 
tion; Assistant State Entomologist Lewis and 
Commissioner of Agriculture James D. Price. 

The movement to hold a farmers’ rally in 
each of the twelve congressional districts 
grew out of the suggestion of Mrs. . Nellie 
Peters Black, of Atlanta, chairman of the 
agricultural section of the federation... Mrs. 
Black’s plan was so practical that it was 
immediately adopted and the meetings, al- 
ready held have attracted the interest of the 
best farmers in the state.

It was a prac- 
tical demonstration of “how to make money.”

There was no disputing the truth of the 
assertion of W. T. Anderson that the future 
of the farmer lay in elimination of the all- 
cotton crop, for the editor of The Telegraph 
proved by the force of his own experience 
that—well that there is a lot of money in 
pigs, as well as good eating. 

At least every farmer could raise the meat 
he needs for his own consumption. 

But here we are again getting away from 
the big, vital fact, and that is that this great 
constructive movement owes its inception to 
the patriotism of the women. 

I have often wondered why the _ club 
women did not—at one fell swoop—did not 
put through some big public work—and 
rigAt here in Georgia I found my dream 
realized. It’s more than a state club move- 
ment, for here’s the proof—and the progres- 
sive men of the state agmit it by their willing 
co-operation—that the public spirited women 
who form the vast organism of the federated 
women of the nation are entirely competent 
to assist in putting right this topsy turvy old 
world of ours—nay mare, that their assist- 
ance is positively needed. 

And if there be need in Georgia a suf- 
frage argument, why here I am handing to 
it the suffragists. , 

Competent—why that woman-planned 
rally was a lesson in competency. To see 
that vast multitude of hungry men and 
women lined up and fed was a revelation in 
organization—it was an inspiration to get in 
the ring and emulate them.

impartiality. 

High-born offenders are flogged as relent- 
lessly as criminals of the lower orders. The 
back. of many of a silken-robed dignitary 
has been scored with the leather throngs of 
fhe whips wielded by sturdy Chinese officials, 
whose duty it has been to lay on the lash 
heavily, regardless of the rank of the victim, 
on pain of being flogged themselves. |

The manifesto dated at “the Ranch 
of Tierra Colorado, in the state of 
Vera Cruz, February 23, 1916,” is ad- 
dressed to the Mexican nation, and, 
after reviewing conditions in Mexico 
since 1913, says in part: 

“It is impossible to contemplate any 
longer the sad sight without joining 
our arms with those groups of patri- 
ots who, for some months have sus- 
tained, with untiring constancy, in va- 
rious parts of national terrjtory, the 
flag of order, of justic@ and of peace. 
And agreeing with these ideas, sev- 
eral Mexicans who love our country 
and its institutions have agreed to 
initiate in the republic an armed 
movement. , 

“As will be seen further on from the 
text of the document, I was designat- 
ed by my companions as general-in- 
| chief of the reorganized national army 
and in that character I appeal to all 
patriots, and particularly to my friends 


; who have been my partisans or sym- 


pathizers to join me in this movement 
and, besides, those of my friends to 
whom I owe a never-to-be-forgotten 
debt of gratitude owing to your serv- 
ices and friendship to me in the past, 
I entreat you to join me in this move- 
ment to destroy once and forever an- 
archy, which has not only destroyed 
our sacred institutions, but will finally 
destroy our nationality... .” - 
Text of the Agreement.

Paris, February 29.—The artillery 
fire around*Verdun has slackened in 
intensity, says the French war office 
statement tonight. No - infantry at- 
tack was reported during the day. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“Between Soissons and Rheims our 
artillery "bombarded important points 
behind the enemy’s front. ° 

“In Champagne our batteries shat- 
tered German organizations in the re- 
gion of Hill 193. To the west of Mai- 
sons de ,Champagne the Germans ex- 
ploded a mine, the crater of which we 
occupied. 

“In the region of Verdun the bom- 
bardment continued on the north front 
with less intensity than on the preced- 
ing days. No infantry action was re- 
ported in the course of the day. The 
Germans entrenched themselves on the 
slopes north of Cote du Poivre, the first 
ridge of which is occupied by our ad- 
vanced elements. 

“We carried out a violent fire on 
Samogneux, where an enemy Dattalion 
had assembled. 

“At various points on our front on 
the Woevre our artillery fire prevent- 
ed attacks, in the course of preparation, 
from being carried out, 

“In the Vosges there has been great 
artillery activity in the regions of 
Senones and the Ban-de-Sapt. To the 
east of Seppois a counter attack by us 
drove the enemy from some sections of 
trenches which he had penetrated dur- 


, ing the morning.”

says: 

‘Greater activity has been displayed 
by the artillery especially in the re- 
gions of Dixmude. In the course of the 
afternoon two German balloons before 
our front broke from their moorings 
and fell, one into the sea opposite La 
Panne, the other near Coudekerque. The 
aeronauts were taken prisoner.” 

The French communication issued in 
the afternoon follows: 

“To the north of Verdun the bom- 
bardment has continued with increased 
intensity. 

“In the sector to the east of the 
Meuse last night there was a resump- 
tion of the previous violent local at- 
tacks, particularly in the vicinity of 
the village of Douaumont, where the 
fighting came to hand and hand en- 
counters, resulting in the driving back 
of the enemy by our troops. 

“In the Woevre district“the Germans 
were successful, after an intense pre- 
paratory artillery fire, in gaining pos- 
session of the village of Manheulles. 
An immediate counter attack on our 
art brought us back to the western 
oundary of this village, which we now 
hold under. our fire. 

“In Lorraine the enemy was success- 
ful in penetrating several small sec- 
tions of our advance trenches, but they 
were almost immediatély driven out 
of these positions. 

“There is nothing to report from the 
remainder of the front.” ‘ 


GERMANS GAIN 
IN THE WOEVRE. 


Berlin, February 29.—(Via London.) 
Progress for the Germans in their drive 
towards Verdun in the Woevre dis- 
trict was announced by the war of- 
fice today. The German troops have 
passed Dieppe, Abacourt and Blanzee, 
and also have taken Manheulles and 
Champlon., 

The war office also announced that 
a small. armored work northwest of 
Douaumont has been stormed by the 
Germans. 

The official announcement gives the 
total number of unwownded prisoners 
taken as 16,575. There have been cap- 
tured also 78 cannon and 86 machine

The text of today’s official statement 
follows: 

“Western theater: Very strong ar- 
tillery activity has continued at sev 
eral points. 

“East of the Meuse we stormed a 
small armored work directly northwest 
of the village of Douaumont. Repeated 
enemy attacks in this region were stop- 
ped at the very outset. 

“In the Woevre our troops have pass- 
ed Dieppe, Abacourt and Blanzee. They 
have cleared the extensive wooded re- 
gion northeast of Watronville and Hau- 
duomont, and have taken in their he- 
roic advance Manheulles, and also 
Champlon. 

“Up till last night we counted un- 
wounded prisoners, 228 officers and 
16,575 men, and further, 78 cannon, sev- 
en of these heavy and of the most mod- 
ern kind, and 86 machine guns, while 
uncounted war material is reported as 
booty. 

“At the forester’s house at Thiaville, 
northeast of Babonviller, the projecting 
portion of a French position was at- 
tacked and taken.

“EBastern and Balkan theaters: The 
situation is unchanged. 


GERMANS ACTIVE 
ON RUSSIAN FRONT. 


Petrograd, February 29.—(Via -Lon- 
don.)——-Announcement was made semi- 
officially today that tremendous ac- 
tivity has been observed over the whole 
length of the German front in the east. 
There are various indications that 
spring will see another great effort by 
the Germans. 

Enormous quantities of incendiary 
and explosive bombs have been collect- 
ed by the Germans. Another feature of 
these preparations is the bringing up 
of apparatus for aerial warfare on an 
increasing scale. Aerodromes are en- 
larged and great numbers of aeroplanes 
forwarded from Germany. 


TURK REPORT

“In view of these assertions the Rus- 
sian general staff announces that the 
fortress of Erzerum was the only for- 
tified point in the interior of Asia 
Minor, protecting western Armenia and 
Anatolia, and commanding all the best 
roads of trans-Caucasia and the in- 
terior of Asia Minor. For many years 
past great improvements have been 
carried out in the works by the Turks 
with the assistance of Germans. The 
terrain in front rendered it naturally 
strong,: while it was covered on the 
flanks by mountain masses, most dif- 
ficult of approach and with their pass- 
es protected by powerful forts.

William Fischer, who shared with 
Art Wilson the backstop honors of the 
1915 Fed league champion Whales, will 
pass the quarter-century mark tomor- 
row, having been born in New York 
on March 2, 1891. If his work with 
the Feds is any indication, Fischer looks 
like a promising player. It was ex- 
pected that Tinker would keep Wilson 
as Archer’s chief assistant,. but the for- 
mer Giant catcher, who earned the ti- 
tle of “Home Run” Wilson by his stick 
work with the Whales, has been sold 
to Callahan's Corsairs.

If Fischer displays the same class
